And I do hereby alſo further authoriſe and require all and every the Aldermen, Deputy Aldermen, Grand Juries and 
Conſtables of this City, within their Wards, or Franchiſes of this City, to make due inſpection from time to time in the 
ſaid Aﬀair; and the rather becauſe many Complaints have been made of the Deceipt and Fraud uſed by Weighing of 
Money, otherwiſe than by the ſaid Act of State and the Weights, (with the Arms and above Motto's are required : ) And 
that if they or any of them shall find any or other Weights in the hands of any perſon, for receiving or paying of ſuch or 
the like Money within their reſpe&tive Wards, or Liberties of this City, not marked and motto'd as aforeſaid, to take up 
and ſecure the ſaid Weights, which are to be brought before me to be tryed and examined by the {aid Standard; as alſo 
to bring before me the perſon or perſons uſing the ſame, to the end there may not Contrary Weights be uſed in this City, 


and for ſo doing, this shall be to them and every ofthema ſufficient Warrant.
